The stranger who comes from the 
East to make a home in Southern Cali- 
fornia finds a very material difference 
in the difficulties he has to contend 
with from those experienced by the 


/ ‘pioneers of the new era of agriculture 


and horticulture who commenced here 
about a decade ago. Then nearly 
everything was an experiment. No one 
of the old settlers; for instance, be- 
lieved that grapes could be made to 

_pay—raisins they were perfectly 
certain would not, and the men 
who put out the first raisin vineyards 
in Riverside and Orange were looked 
upon by the settlers of the cow county 
era as little better than lunatics. The 
owners of the vineyards themsgtves 
required considerable faith to a¢com- 
pany their works and many of them, 
before raisin making was an assured 
‘success, grew faint-hearted and turned 
back. 

But some of our pioneers who were 
made of the same stuff as the men 
who landed on Plymouth Rock and 
brought the rith southern and western 
lands into subjection in after years, 
persevered and though, thanks to our 
climate and wondertully fertile sii, 
they did not have to wait long, they 

‘did realize all, and more than they ex- 
pected. The stranger has only to 
look at Pasadena, Riverside, Orange, 

- Anaheim and the other flourish- 
ing settlements of Los Angeles 
county to fully understand what they 
did accomplish, and can tuke courage, 
and go and do likewise. He has the 
benefit of their experience and does 
not need to fall into the many mis- 
takes which hindered their progress. 
He can better afford to pay $100 for 
his land and water than they could 
pay $60, for he can be almost certain 
that he is following Davy Crockett’s 
maxim, and if he does not start right 
it is his own fault. 

- These facts are worthy of the con- 
sideration of our newcomers hunting 
homes, for they show that new settlers 
have most decided advantages over 
those who first began to experiment in 

‘varied horticulture and agriculture in 
this section. 


PULLMAN, @ little manufacturing 
town near Chicago, has successfully 
tried a novel system of sewerage. The 
“town lies on a flat prairie and is diffi- 
cult to drain. But sewers were built 
emptying into a sunken tank, from 
which the sewerage was pumped 
through a twenty-inch main to a farm 
three miles away. The cost of the 
system was $80,000, and the farm re- 
turns a profit of $8,500 a year, or 
more than ten per cent. on the invest- 
ment.

From the Sacramento Bee. 


Referring to the recent death o 
James McClatchy, the San Jose Times 
recalls an incident of twenty-three 
years ago, in which deceased enacted 
& prominent part. says the Times, 
after paying a handsome tribute to 
the personal character of deceased: _ 


But California and the nation owe to 
James McClatchy a further debt of grat- 
itude, and one which, as far as we have 
been able to ascertain, has never been 
acknowledged. It was due to him that. 
the rebel plot to seize the port and de- 
fenses of San Francisco during the war 
was foiled. It was he who, watching by | 
the bedside of the dying conspirator, 
gathered the first information of the 
scheme to tear down the flag of the 
Union and to proclaim an independent |’ 
republic on this coast. It was he who 
by hard riding in the dead of night suc-| 
ceeded in overtaking the overland ex- 
press and in conveying this information 
to Washington in time to prevent this 
calamity. But for James McClatchy 
and his heroic patriotism, California 
would have been drenched in blood, and 
the nation would have received a serious 
blow. Every patriot in the Union should 
honor his memory, while Californians 
especially should reverence his name. 

We know the above statement is 
true in all its particulars. Deceased 
was not disposed to talk much about 
himself, but a yearor so ago, when a 
paragraph uppeared in some paper in 
reference to the narrow escape Cali- 
fornia had from falling into the hands 
of the Confederate conspirators on this 
coast, Mr. McClatchy published a 
statement cf the real circumstances; 
and they were substantially as above, 
only that he was careful not to take 
too much credit upon himself for the 
important part he played in that affair. 
Some day, when the impartial histor. 
ian of Californa shall lay’ before the 
world the inside events in the early 
history of the State, the name of the 
deceased journalist will figure’ among 
those of the bravest and most patriotic

answer to the question, ‘‘Whom do you 
think the Republicans wiil nominate 
for President ?”’

bly Blaine. But see here”—and his 
eye kindled with earnestness—“‘ If you 
want to knowthe man I would rather 
see nominated, [il tell you—General 
W.T. Sherman.

I told him I was 
changing my position, in accordance 
with an order from General Scofield. 
Just then a shell burst very near us, 
and a large piece, striking in a pool of 
water, spattered the mud upon both 
him and myself. I says to him: ‘Gen- 
eral, you get right away from here; 
this. ain’t any place for you. He 
laughed and replied: ‘That’s a nice 
way for you to talk to me!’ ‘Well,’ 
says I, ‘if I get killed I won’t be 
missed, but this army can’t spare you; 
now get out of here!’ And he rode 
away, while the boys cheered him with 
all their might.”

The Railroad Tax Suits. 
To the. Editor of the Times—Sin: 
I see by your yesterday’s issue that the 


subject of compromising the railroad 


taxes is again agitated. It has been gen- 
erally understood that this question, with 
others affecting the assessment of railroad 
property in this State, is now on- appeal 
to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
where they will all be passed upon by this 
court of last resort; and by its decision 
the rights of parties will be fixed. 

This ought to be the desire of all fair- 
minded men, as the decision from this 


court will settle the law of the case and 
serve as a guide to county and State ofii- 
cials in all future assessments. But the 
intense desire of the railroads to settle 
taxes by a compromise with the’ county 
boards of the different counties where 
they are delinquent, seems:a little singu- 
lar, when the appeal was taken by them 
to acte of assessors that would be fatal to 
the assessment. To be logical, they ought 
to wait the result of the forthcoming 
decision, and to be fair, they ought to wait. 
if they have the faith in their proposition 
they claim to have when the aiies was 
taken. 

But the real question before the ‘people 
of this county is the compromising of the 
railroad taxes now pending before the 
Board of Supervisors. This question of 
power in the Board to compromise, I un- 
derstood, has been passed upon by the 
‘District Attorney and by the Attorney- 
General, adversely to the power -of the 
Board to do so; and if further authority 
was required, it would seem that the de- 
nial of their power by the Supreme Court 
to cancel any assessment—which is this 


case, to the extent of the excess of the as- 


sessment—ought to be sufficient. (See 
case of The People vs. Board of Super- 
613)—and that they have 


assessment on the tax-roll, as declared by 
the court in the case of the San Frencisco 
and Northern Pacific R. R.vs. State Board, 
in 60 Cal., page 12 et seq. And still by 
another authority, that will be recognized 
by every lawyer, that no act of legislation 
by inferior boards is valid or has any force, 
unless specially conferred by - of the 
legislature. 

In the face of this want of whines and 
actual prohibition from the highest court 
in the State, it seems strange that our 
County Board will still entertain and con- 
tinue to discuss this question. - 

Another question of equal gravity ought 
to be considered by the Board of Supervi- 
sors before acting, and that is the effect 
upon assessment of other property. 

What right has the Board to declare a 
given rate on one man’s proper ty: and a 
different upon another’s? 

For justin proportion as the railroad 
taxes are reduced, just in that proportion 
the property of others will have to be 
raised! And to avoid all the ugly ques- 
tions growing outof this compromise, it 
would seem the true rule to adopt, is to 
wait until the Suprenre Court have passed 


_ upon them all, and if adverse to the peo- 


ple, they will abide the result, and if 
against the railroad company they should 
and have done without 
quibbling. M.
